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This note is intended to show how obvious thd comments l made and filed in the 
past several days are, to those whose minds are not fettered to the propaganda 
inspired by the government. For example, just about everything noted yesterday as 
obvious possibilities and clearly likely intentions and objectives are, in the 
various stories in this morning's papers, attributed to responsible foreign 
sources, eseeodMly in the stories from ^ondon and. Paris. The probable use of this 
"peace offensive" as a cover for escalation is indicated in the stories quoting 
the chairmen of the Ammed Service Committee .The house member. Rivers, even went to 
the home time of Former Chairman Vinson, a real military stooge, to make his bloody 
observations and earn the likewise bloodthirsty approval of Vinson. The diplomats 
quoted in the various stories point out the suspect character of the blaze of 
klieglights. 
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Part of the propaganda campaign is reflected in a story about alleged at trocities 
against US troops and the SVn they "advised", which, of course, especially in such 
a war, is «n ever-present possibility. But the evidence of sttrecity -gainst the 
US troops is likewise the evidence of close- combat- bullet-wounds in the faces of 
two and cuts with a machete on the third. There are no other specifications. What 
makes it all the more suspect is that this all happened more than two weeks ago 
and is now, for the first time, made public.
